WASHINGTON (AP) — An 
immediate Increase in bombing 
of all important military tar 
gets in North Vietnam—even if

Thursday by the U.S. Senate’s 
prepurednesa subcommittee. 

Jm an interim report sharply 
critical of Defence Secretary 
Robert McNamara, the sena¬ 
tor* uked closing of the key 
North Vietnamese supply port 
of Halphotlg and bombing of all 
other meaningful military tar¬ 
gets In an effort to shorten the 
oostly war. 

McNamara testified before 
tiie subcommittee last week 


that Increased bombing could 
not by itself win or shorten the 
war and that the final victory 
must be won by ground forces 
in South Vietnam. 

Tlie subcommittee report 
said: “We cannot, in good con¬ 
science. ask our ground forces 
to continue their fight in South 
Vietnam unless we are pre¬ 
pared to pres the air war in 
t»«e North in the moat effective 
way possible. 

"What is needed now is the 
hard decision to. whatever is 
[necessary. take the risks that 
nave to be taken, and apply the 
force that te required to see the 
>>b through."

Blood-Thinners Problematic

A coronary thrombosis Is a 
plugging of some part of ■ 
coronary artery, the artery 
Milch nourishes the heart 
muscle and gives it its energy.

The portion of the heart muscle 
which ini been deprived at 
blood succumbs, and is replaced 
with scar tissue. 

Then, assuming the patient 
survives the attack, as the 
majority does, he is given 
prolonged rest to relieve the 
damaged heart muscle of 
strain. Gradually other blood 
Vessels enlarge to take over 
circulation which has bees' 
Interrupted by the thrombosis. 

As a safety precaution against 
another clot forming and doing 
serious damage while the 
patient to still in this precarious 
period, the "btood-thtnners” 
often arc used. Actually a better 
name is anti - coagulants — 
drugs which retard the natural 
tendencies of blood to form a 
clot. 

These are useful drugs, but it 
haa taken time to assess the 
amount of their value. It ustr”- 
does with any new treatment. 
0>J>' after years of observation, 


comparing the results with 
people wfeo have and have not 
had the treatment, to it possible 
to come to sound oancluskcna. 

With the anti-coagulants, it 
appears now for a short time 
they art a valuable safeguard. 
Long-term use, however, does 
not show that patients are 
better off than patients who 
have not had the continued 
treatment. 

The idea of “preventing" 
heart attacks by giving the 
drugs indefinitely was an in¬ 
triguing one but not practical. 

Consider tgli: It tabes con¬ 
tinuing observation to keep toe 
drug level correct! With the anti¬ 
coagulants present, one must be 
constantly alert for any bleed¬ 
ing. Since the drug retards 
clotting, it follows that any 
'wound will bleed much more

ALLENBY BRIDGE, Israel 
(CP) — Israeli soldiers rolled a 
barbed-wire barrier back to the 
middle of the Allenby Bridge 
Thursday night as a mass repa¬ 
triation at Jordanian refugees 
officially ended.

LBJ Facing Odds 


/BROWNS are said to rest uneasily on monarchial 
v -' heads; political heads of state are no less free 
from concern. More so in faet since they must always 
keen an eye on the neat election. 

This is the fix looming before President Johnson, 
and recent polls held across the line on his popularity 
are none too promising for him. Next year the Ameri¬ 
can presidential election is due, and LBJ, as he is 
colloquially known, is faced apparently with mounting 
disquiet about the policies presently being pursued by 
his administration. 

And in the U.S. this means essentially -the presi¬ 
dent himself. 

Mr. Johnson bears a terrible load of work and 
responsibility and it is a marvel that one man can 
stand the strain imposed by a system that channels 
every major problem straight to his desk. Unlike other 
political systems of governance, such as our own, he 
does not have the relief that the principle of collective 
cabinet responsibility affords a prime minister. 

His government stands or falls directly on his 
personal reaction to the image of his administration. 

Righ now that image is tarnished because of the 
conflict between costly involvement in Vietnam and 
the pressing demands of domestic issues implicit in his 
credo of a “great society.'* 

The public polls reflect increasing discomfort in 
relation to these two vital questions. The latest report 
by a well-known news magazine for example says that 
an alarming number of Americans is deeply disturbed 
about Vietnam and the bread-and-butter problems of 
inflation, taxes and jobs. 

It is suggested also that people doubt the credi¬ 
bility of statements on the Vietnam situation; that 
while admiring President Johnson for his strength, 
energy and intelligence they think he manipulates the 
centre of the political stage to himself, and that he is 
his own worst enemy. 

The latter may be an unfair judgment, for willy- 
nilly he is thrust into the forefront of everything that 
happens with his government. He can scarcely escape 
the arrows of disagreement 

Yet December of next year, politically speaking, 
Is not far away, and there seems little likelihood of 
substantial change in Vietnam, for instance, or in the 
grave domestic problems that beset him either. 

It would take courage to move towards disen¬ 
gagement of American action in Vietnam, so deeply 
is the U.S. committed and national pride is at stake. 
Yet it was a precedent of this kind that swept a pre¬ 
decessor into the White House. It was the pledge of 
General Eisenhower to bring the Korean conflict to an 
end—by neither victory nor defeat but disengagement 
—that won him his first term of presidential office. 

President Johnson may have to follow a similar 
course if he is to ensure a second term, and such a 
decision probably would win him a comfortable 
majority at the polls next year. 

It would be a decision greatly welcomed by many 
people in eocmtries other than his own, as well as by 
Americans deeply concerned about the seeming stale¬ 
mate in Vietnam. The relief would be widespread.

T *HERE IS SPECULATION In Ottawa, apparently 
inspired by predictions within the department tit 
national defence, that Mr. Paul Hellyer intends to 
reduce drastically Canada's military manpower. 

This comes as a shock, for It is a complete “about 
turn” from the policy of accelerated recruitment re¬ 
sulting from what was considered a dangerous falling 
off of enlistments and an increase In retirements as 
recently as last January.

The Apple Harvest 


By M. V. CHKSMCT 

The earnest varieties of apples are 
ripening nicely now, and one character¬ 
istic of these early trees Is that they 
ripen their fry** a lew at a time — 
usually those at the top of the tree first 
This ptooemaal ripening is really a 
fortunate state of affairs lor the home 
gardener, lor ALL the early varieties 
are poor keepers and cent be stared 
lor soy length of time. If It were not for 
this ofaMgtog habit of the tree In doling 
out its harvest, we would be laoed with 
the prospect of having to. eat up a whole 
treeful of apples in a matter of a few 
weeks. 

* * * 

It is best to go over your early apple 
tree every few days, picking the ripest 
for immediate use and perhaps a few 
green altos lor pies, hut leaving the rest 
to mature hi their turn. To test apples 
for ripeness, plaoe the Oat of the hand 
under Ibe fruit and 8ft it gently to Just 
a little above the horivontal position If 
the apple is ripe, the stalk will part 
readily from the spur of wood. H it 
doesn't come away of its own a coord 
lower the apple just as gently and try it 
again a tew days henoe. 

The turn of the season often brings 
In its wake a sarins of boisterous wind 


storms, and these can often cause 
considerable loss of fruit from our 
trees. This kiss can be minimized by 
spraying with cne of the hormone anti- 
drop chemicals such as Stop-Drop, 
Plsnofix or Fruitone, applied si a 
drenching spray about ten days before 
the expected ripening period. Another 
■nd perhaps simpler method is to strew 
a good thick layer of straw ixxler the 
trees to cusksa the fsfl, and simply let 
'em drop. 

»— A * * 

Windfalls mustn't be allowed to 
remain an Ibe ground under the tree s , 
though, for each one is a potential 
source of infection tor die tree, or a 
happy and oomfortabie home tor over¬ 
wintering peats. During the fall dean- 
up, if you can’t get rid of them any 
other way, they should be ootnposted, or 
burnt, or taxied deeply. I should point 
out, though, that even bruised windfalls 
can be made into a wine of considerable

known as summer squash, K doesn't 
matter, for these kinds cannoft be stared 
for any lagth of time, and in fact .the 
smaller you pick ’em, the better they 
taste. 


In fact, with the Zucchini and Coco- 
zelle squash, which make enormous 
fruits if allowed to grow to full size, 
the preferred size for the table is only 
six or seven inches long. These imma¬ 
ture fruits, produced in succession alt 
season, are delicious when cooked 
unpeeled and served whole, either with 
butter, sait and pepper or in a cream b 
sauce. i

squash. These need to be approaching 
maturity tot best flavor, and they - 
MUST be completely matured on the 
vine If they are to be stared tor winter 
use.

OTTAWA (CP) — The Angli¬ 
can Church of Canada ended a 
3 May general eynod Thursday 
that not only dealt with conten¬ 
tious ecclesiastical issues but 
stamped itself as a body con¬ 
cerned with ecumenism. 

Although only one day was 
devoted almost exclusively to 
questions at union with the 
United Church of Canada, the 
more than 250 synod members 
seemed to address themselves 
to moat questions with concern 
for the whole Christian commu¬ 
nity rather than the Anglican 
alone.

He said the committed must 
decide who has power to 
make such appointments and 
how many may be appointed. 
The qualifications of those 
selected must be set out. 

"Whatever the commit ire 
decides has to be acceptable 
as well to a plenary session of 
the convention,” he added.
